“There's a real tradition here in ~ 
Edmonton of keeping your head 
down,” says the planner, who asked 
to remain anonymous.

Former councillor Allan Bolstad 
agrees, adding that leadership in the 
planning department is particularly 
important because developers con- 
trol so much of the planning process, 
he said. 

“Larry Benowski could have done 
much more to change the system, 
but he chose not to,” he said. 

Does the attitude of senior city 
staff really matter? In theory council 
makes policy, says Lightbody. But 
management provides councillors 
with all the research that informs 
those decisions. Also, staff present 
one “preferred option,” the choice 
they think is best. City councillors 
lack the time and resources for inde- 
pendent research on each decision 
and rely heavily on staff recommen- 
dations, he says. 

“I've seen over the years, where 
the management sees itself as the 
government and council as the 
opposition. They would never say 
that, but there is that tendency,” he 
says. “These are smart folks. They 
are very political people. They know 
the politics of decision-making; they 
know the personal differences 
between the councillors. They don’t 
survive in a bureaucratic organiza- 
tion without being very skilled.”

Meandering and intensely per- 
sonal, the essay’s argument is amor- 
phous, discussing the various ways 
contemporary society fails to 
embrace human uniqueness and co- 
operativity, falling instead into a 
Darwinistic paradigm that sees only 
competition expressed in binary 
codes. 


Yet Brandt's argument relies 
extensively on straw-man argu- 
ments, examples pulled out of con- 
text, and dubious logic. For instance: 
Brandt argues that the Human 
Genome Project's attempts to elimi- 
nate genetic disease is like Hitler's 
eugenics. Her logic is that stamping 
out sickle-cell anemia is like stamp- 
ing out Jews because, of course, we'll 
start preventing carriers from breed- 
ing. She concludes this thought in 
quoting some nutcase involved in 
twin research who, like the neo-cons 
faddishly (and fatuously) claimed th 
the mid-90s, believes that single 
mothers cause all of society's 
problems. 

A similarly misguided assertion 
appears later in the essay. “It is not 
farfetched, I think,” says Brandt, “to 
claim that some scientists’ eagerness 
to separate twins for the purpose of 
research smacks of envy of their ini- 
tial t erness.” She offers no case 


>in which twins were actually sépa- 


ratéd for the sake of science (we sus- 
pect any examples would be culled 
from before ethics boards were 
established in the 1950s), and 
absolutely no other tangible support 
for this statement. ae

Following Brandt's attempt to 
write a poem that would accompany 
visual artist Aganetha Dyck’s work 
with bees, it isa wonderful medita- 
tion on knowledge, the interrelated- 
ness of humans and nature, the 
workings of maternity and spiritual- 
ity. This essay works because it 
sticks to the stuff that makes poets 
thrive: buzzing experience, honey-ed 
aesthetic impressions, and the bum- 
bling arc of creative expression. 

As a mother who has yet to recon- 
cile the world of Important Knowl- 
edge and maternity, this reviewer 
applauded here and elsewhere in 
the book, Brandt's highlighting of + 
the unique and undervalued exper 
ence of motherhood, and the human 
insights it affords. (As a result, 
Brandt's earlier Wild Mother Danang: 
Maternal Narrative in Canadian Litera- 
ture is on our reading list.) = 

Obviously, Brandt's lovely collec 
tion is worth reading. Our recom- 
mendation is merely to engage anal- 
ogously: the reader as critic. So just 
keep reading...

He describes witnessing 
widespread raping of civilian women, pillag- 
ing, ond the siti of civilians.

articles of he Geneva Convention that troops 
ignored 

According to a Globe and Mail article 
CID is searching for Keys because they wish 
fo investigate his claims. Keys, who is hidi 
in Saskatchewan, sent a message Srcuch 
his that he would speak to the army, 
but only if the conversation were audio 
recorded. The army never returned the 
lawyer's call 

Meanwhile, in another curious twist, 
Toronto police officers went looking for Keys 
at the home that first sheltered him and his 
fomily after they fled the United States. The

MORRIS PANYCH IS NO FRIEND TO US 
theatre writers 

His complex, multi-tiered stories 
don’t make it easy on us, given how 
much we love to toss off pithy sum- 
maries and one-liners. 

It's going to bea challenge boiling 
down his engaging and intellectual-

ly challenging new comedy, What 
Lies Before Us, into a few hundred 
words (never mind a blurb for the 
poster). 

“Usually my plays end up being 
about coincidence, two or three 
things that come together in a sur- 
reptitious way,” says the playwright 
of his “ Waiting for Godot riffing” play 
set in 1885 in the mountains between 
Alberta and B.C., telling the story of 
two squabbling, down-on-their luck 
surveyors and their mute Chinese 
servant. 

“In this case you had a forest set- 
ting with these people’stuck togeth- 


er,” he says. “I set out wanting to 
explore existential themes.” 

But, before the 19th century 
nation-building theme sets you off 
thinking that Panych has written a 
typical historical play, think again. 

Even though he was inspired by a 
visit to the Revelstoke Railroad 
Museum and the actual opening up 
of Canada by rail, this is a decidedly 
post-colonial and off-centre play 
meant to historically deconstruct 
more than instruct. 

“I’m not trying to accurately tell a 
historical story,” says the play- 
wright. “You might say this play is

CHOREOGRAPHER AND ARTISTIC 
director Jean Grand-Maitre pre- 
miered his compelling version of 
Cinderella with Alberta Ballet in 
2004. Steering clear of the pasteur- 
ized Disney version, he went back to 
the more traditional, darker fairy tale 
sources, imagining Cinderella as a 
product of an abusive childhood 

Our heroine starts out as more 
wolf boy than a young and beautiful 
maiden, barefoot with a curved 
back, imprisoned ina gloomy cellar, 
void of sunlight and social interac- 
tion. Cinderella’s only friend is a fan- 
tastic bird-like creature, a fairy, who 
flies in through the chimney to visit 
with her and dance. 

Despite the strong concept, bril- 
liant dancing and lively characteriza- 
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tions, three years ago the production 
Was missing something. 

My niece, 12 years old at the time, 
put it best as we drove off from the 
Jubilee parking lot. “Her dress at the 
ball wasn’t that-great,” she said with 
disappointment. She'd nailed it. The 
ball scene was missing that ooh and 
aah factor. Cinderella’s less than 
spectacular ball gown had seriously 
hindered her transformation from 
servant to princess. 

This weekend, Cinderella hits the 
stage again, with 46 new costumes 
by Martine Bertrand, costume 
designer for Alberta Ballet's interna- 
tionally renowned Dangerous 
Liaisons, Vigil of Angels and Carmen. 
SEE Magazine spoke with her about 
re-designing Cinderella. 


SEE Magazine: What did you think 
of the original 2004 production? 
Bertrand: | saw the old show on 
video, just to familiarize myself with 
the choreography and | thought the 
costumes were not Jean's style. They 
certainly weren't my style. The ball

SEE: What was your inspiration 
for the costumes heading into the 
project? 
Bertrand: Well its funny, a few 
weeks before Jean called me to see if 
I was interested in the project, my 5 
year old daughter had imagined and 
designed a fairytale type girl, a Cin- 
derella if you want. And so when I 
agreed to do the new costumes, I 
kept thinking of my daughter's ver- 
sion ofa princess, because that’s 
how we should see Cinderella— 
through the imagination and the 
eyes of a child. 
SEE: You've worked with Jean 
Grand-Maitre several times before. 
How would you describe collaborat- 
ing with him? 
Bertrand: We laugh a lot together— 
he’s like a friend: There's good 
chemistry, trust and understanding, 
we don’t have to explain every sin- 
gle thing to each other, which is real- 
ly good for my creativity. It’s a gift 
oy it's so rare to find that sym-

more Blackadder than Pierre Burton. 
What I love about Blackadder [a BBC 
comedy series starring Rowan 
Atkinson that followed the misad- 
ventures of the English Blackadder 
family, who happened to be coinci- 
dentally present at significant peri- 
ods and places in British history] is 
that it tells history in an absurd and 
funny way, but no less valid than 
any other history stories,” says 
Panych. 

“We've come to understand that 
history is an exercise of literature as 
much as anything else, which means 
you have to be honest to your own 
literary and dramatic biases. 

“In my case that means history 
has to [work to] my own ends: 
telling a really funny existential 
story.” 

According to Panych, the problem 
with writing, or even thinking about 
history is that even other eras from 


SEE: Did Jean have any specific 
parameters for the costumes? 
Bertrand: He said “T want to see the 
body, the back muscles; the dancers 
flying with the costumes. The cos- 
tumes have no meaning without the 
movement. We come to understand 
the character and the costumes 
through the movement.” 
SEE: What costumes did you begin 
to design first? 
Bertrand: | started with the ugly 
people first, the step sisters. I just 
love those kinds of characters! 
SEE: How did you handle period 
with your costumes? Is the ballet set’ 
in any specific time period? _ - 
Bertrand: The-costumes are mostly 
inspired from the 19th Century, but 
mixed with modern influences, like 
Cinderella’s dress for the ball. had 
to shorten the length of the dress to 
make sure the leg lines could be 
seen, and it gave the dress a 1950s 
feel. T was going for Alfred Hitch- 
cock’s muse, Grace Kelly. 
The ball is really good fun—a par- 
adise with whirling colours, music, 
soft, flowing material. When we 
were dying the fabric for those cos- 
tumes, it looked like we were work- 
ing with big bags of spices from an 
Indian market.

“Our society suffers from a hyg 
moral vacuum that devalues sig 
cant human experience with rel 
depth, replacing it with surfacea 
temporal things like Hollywood 
political stars. We have lots of inl 
vidual goals but we lack nation 
goals.” 

The production of What Lisi 
Us opening this week at the Cit 
Theatre arrives in Edmonton 
back to back productions in Wir 
nipeg and Toronto. 

“It’s been a non-stop two moi 
run for the actors by the time thy 
get to Edmonton,” Panych says 
“They should have their lines dt 
by now.”

Seeing himself more as a formalist 
than a conceptualist, working main 
ly with primary colours and lines, 
Rechner is at base an artist entirely 
rooted in his own emotions, and 
striving to evoke and communicate 
through the energy of his slashes 

Rechner feels there support in the 
city for what he’s doing. Despite try 
ing to do his own thing artistically 
and just scraping by with living off 
grants and sales for the past couple 
of years, he sees the successes of con- 
temporaries Tony Baker and Jen 
Berkenbosch as a boost for his place 
in the art scene. 

“Tjust have to keep pounding 
away and remind myself of why I 
do it. | want to make something 
beautiful that I can be proud of. I 
enjoy making things, but the process 
can be maddening and frustrating, 
like looking at a mirror constantly 
To be consciously self reevaluating 


all the time—it’s not always comfort- 


able—but you don’t want it to be 
comfortable or easy, because then 
you're not challenging yourself and 
challenging what you can make.”

Rechner, who has struggled with 
depression for years, went through 
an intense Nick Drake phase during 
the creation for “Empty Eyes,” lis- 
tening only to Drake's three albums 
and reading his biography.

So it’s a rare breath of fresh 
air when filmmakers remember the 
human conflict and social commen- 
tary that truly defined the film noir 
genre. 

Scott Frank, the veteran screen- 
writer behind such crime capers as 
Out of Sight and Get Shorty, confi- 
dently assumes the directing chair 
with his script for The Lookout. It’s a 
brilliant film that seamlessly blends 
full-blooded characters and conven- 
tions, slyly sending up society’s mis- 
guided judgments of those fated to 
live off the beaten path.

As the film’s earnest but complex 
centre Chris Pratt, 26-year-old 
Joseph Gordon Levitt delivers a 
career-making performance. A bud- 
ding Midwestern hockey star, Pratt 
had his life rearranged by a tragic 
prom night accident. Struggling to 
remember his day-to-day actions by 
detailing them in a notebook, he’s 


hobbled by short term memory loss. 
He holds down a night janitor job at 
a bank, though he dreams of 
upgrading to teller. Deputy Ted 
(Sergio Di Zio) brings donuts and 
reminds him to lock the door. 

His sardonic, streetwise friend 
and roommate Lewis (Jeff Daniels) 


has heart under all the hippie blus- 
ter; and wisely advises his friend 
that maybe he can’t go home again 
following a very uncomfortable 
Thanksgiving with his parents, who 
still see the injury and not their son. 
A chance bar meeting with old 
school chum Gary Spargo (Matthew 
Goode) and his companion Luvlee 
Lemons (Isla Fisher) seems to be a 
boost, until Chris realizes he’s being 
used in Gary's bank heist scheme. 

Gordon-Levitt is a revelation as 
Chris Pratt, charting his journey 
from recovering outsider to an 
accepted member of a group, only to 
discover the uncomfortable price of 
that acceptance, even as he deals 
with survivor's guilt from the 
accident. 

Daniels’s Lewis is his best role in 
years as Chris's de facto voice of rea- 
son, and Goode’s Gary is a convivial 
shark, slowly reeling Chris in. Scott 
Frank vaults to A-list directorial sta- 
tus, not wasting a moment or emo- 
tion in his taut thriller.

Korean horror film offers comment with carnage

AS FAR AS GINORMOUS FISH-OUT-OF- 
water stories go, The Host serves up a 
curious cut of the ol’ waterlogged 
creature feature convention—one 
that may or may not get new school 
Korean cinemaphiles drooling, but 
also one that will leave ordinary 
thrill-seekers feeling a little confused. 

Director Bong Joon-Ho threads his 
take on a mutated man-eater around 
the fossilized exoskeletons of count- 
less classics in the genre (Them, 
Godzilla, Gorgo, etc, etc), then take the 
meat of the matter in entirely fresh, 
but only occasionally successful, 
directions. 

It’s summertime on the banks of 
the Han River in Seoul. The scene 
looks oddly similar to the south 
bank of the North Saskatchewan by 
the High Level bridge.

This world we see the through 
the eyes of Sheikh Aws al Kafaji, a 
Sadr functionary who spent a year in 
prison under Saddam and sees the 
situation in Iraq as a grand opportu- 
nity for Iraq to become an Islamist 
nation. 

Once again, Longley gets incredi- 
bly close to the action, even follow- 
ing a band of masked Islamists as 
they roughly apprehend a group of 
men selling liquor at the local mar- 
ketplace. He's also present at a 
bloody stand-off between the local 
Shias and Spanish soldiers at Najat. 
Again, the war is more spoken about 
than shown, but there’s no doubting 
that hardliners like Sadr are winning 
Shia hearts and minds with a lot of 
help from the invasion force 

Chapter three of the film takes 
Longley to northern Iraq, domain of 
the Kurds so violently oppressed by 
Saddam, and so glibly betrayed by 
Bush Sr. in Gulf War I. Longley 
trains his lens on an elderly shep- 
herd and his teenaged son who har- 
bours dreams of being a doctor, even 
though dad hopes he'll be a cleric. 
The Kurdish portion of the film is 
more intimate and personal than 
part two, with Longley capturing 
something of the pastoral lives of the 
Kurds, the black smoke that billows 





over their farms the result of oil- 
burning brick ovens rather than 
airstrikes, but the lingering effects of 
their recent past and the Kurds 
hopes for self-determination lurk 
close to their surface 

Aside from the power of its 
images, what's striking about Iraq in 
Fragments is that it doesn’t seem to 
have a political agenda of its own, 
but reflects the diverse viewpoints of 
its subjects in their own words— 
though they may be something less 
than literate, the boys and young 
men Longley spends time with have 
disconcertingly mature and eloquent 
ways of looking at the world. Long- 
ley also evokes the centrality of 
Islam to daily life, in work and poli- 
tics as much as in religious obser- 
vance 

Most importantly, /rag in Frag- 
ments depicts a complex, diverse 
society with ancient roots that its lib- 
erators hadn't bothered to anticipate 
nor accommodate. Perhaps being 
confronted by the film’s powerful 
images and its evocation the varied 
humanity that abides within Iraq 
could have enlightened the folks 
who so glibly invaded the country 
expecting to be greeted as liberators 
and bestowers of democracy.

break, Nona and I made a promise 
to ourselves that we'd do grown-up 
_stuff this week. Don’t get me wrong, 
we love having the kids around, but 
they do tend to limit the types of 
foods we can choose for dinner, and 
they certainly affect our restaurant 
choices.

Adult entertainment around our 
house, incidentally, means nice 
wines and the foods we love so 
much but rarely eat hecause our kids 
won't, and that’s exdetly what Tzin 
offers. E 

The brainchild of the good folks 
from next-door DeVine Wines, Tzin 
is an amazing little wine and tapas 
bar where one can sample numerous 
wines and pair them with some nice 
nibbles. 

The menu might be a little confus- 
ing at first, but don’t let that bother 
you. Instead of listing wines by

grape variety or colour, they are list- 
ed as “with” or “without” skins, 
which makes more sense than reds 
and whites. For instance, the Pinot 
Noir and Pinot Meunier grapes used 
to make Champagne are red (well. 
black actually). However, the skins 
are removed before fermentation 
and so the juice isn’t coloured. So, at 
Tzin Champagne would be with the 
skinless wines. 


Also, wines aren't offered by the 
glass. They come in fractions and 
you can choose either two or four 
ounces in a glass. Just one more 
instructional note about the menu: 
little coloured dots next to the offer- 
ings show which wines and foods 
are paired (yellow dot wines goes 
with yellow dot food). 

We ordered two ounces of a very 
nice Portuguese with skins (about 


od, wine 


$4) to sip while we contemplated the 
menu. Generally I get pissed-off 
when people use the word “tapas” 
as a generic description for appetiz- 
ers, or worse yet to mean smaller 
portions of dishes that have 
absolutely no relation to Spanish 
tapas (how about a mac and cheese 
tapa?). 

However, knowing the folks at 
DeVines, it should have come as no 
surprise that the tapas they offer are 
quite in keeping with the true defini- 
tion of the word. So, you'll find 
cured meats, specialty olives, and 
lovely cheeses on the menu. There 
are also some heavier samplings of 
meats and some nice light fish dish- 
es to keep things interesting. We 
chose a dish called The Cure and 
another with grilled scallops, along 
with some bread, olive oil and bal- 
samic. 

A part of me wants to admit that 
we chose The Cure ($12-ish) because 
I'ma fan of the band, but the real 
reason was because it came with an 
array of cured meats, including my 
most favourite of all—Jamon Serra- 
no. If you aren’t familiar with this lit- 
tle heart stopper (probably quite lit- 
erally), it’s sometimes referred to as 





a Spanish prosciutto, although bot), 
the Spaniards and Italians would 
claim their version is superior.

They ve 
only just opened, so I was more than 
willing to write it off as a growing 
pain or opening hiccup and sing 
their praises nonetheless. These folks 
have really put some thought into 
what they are doing, and they have 
obviously made some very astute 
choices about what they’re offering 
Well done

DAVE BABCOCK GREW UP WITH THE 
Yardbird Suite. 

Born in Vancouver, he began his 
musical career with studies at Grant 
MacEwan College, nurturing the 
natural talent that quickly had him 
on stages at just about every jazz and 
roots music club in town, 

“| got my first gig from Lionel 
Rault”, recalls Babcock, “And he 
was just one of the people I count as 
mentors over the years... Tom Banks, 
Rick Garn from GMCC, and Amos 
Garrett were all there helping.” 

In fact, Babeock has been part of 
Amos Garrett's “House Band” at the 
Edmonton Folk Festival for over 20 
years, working with, arid later 
recording with, the likes of Jimmy 
Witherspoon, Rosco Gordon, and 
Jay McShann. He's also recorded 
under his own name, with the excel- 
lent Happenstance disc in 2004. 

Babcock’s history as a bandleader 
goes back nearly two decades, as 
front man for Fat Tuesday, The 
Devotees, the retro (and fun) Kit Kat 


Club, and The Jump Orchestra. 

The latter, which sprang up in 
1990, combined an energetic perfor- 
mance style, original and vintage 
jazz, and a big seven-piece sound 
that had people tapping their toes. 
The group took the 1992 ARTA 
Award as “Best Jazz Artist.” 

In a bit of serendipity, Babcock’s 
first gig at the Yardbird was with the 
Jump Orchestra. “It was. a great 
night, [drummer] Dwayne 
Hrynkiw, [bassist] Farley Scott, [gui- 
tarist] Harley Symington, [pianist] 
Chris Andrew, and horn players Jim 
Pinchin, Sean McAnally, and myself 
worked the crowd with the help of 
singer Tim Tamashiro, and the 
evening was recorded by CBC.” It 
was to be the first of many nights at 
the Yardbird for Babcock. 

That was then... now? 

“Craig Magill [Edmonton Jazz 
Society board member] asked me to 
get the band back together to per- 
form during the 50th anniversary 
celebrations”, explains Babcock, 
“Really the heyday of the band was 
12 or 13 years ago, but we wanted to 
get back in there. Of course a lot has 
changed, and the music will reflect 
that, show where we all are now. We 
will play some of the old stuff, but 
we'll have standards, new arrange- 
ments, and original music written by 
myself, and [band mates] Bob 
[Tildesley] and Chris [Andrew].”

Friday night, Jump Orchestra 
alumni Tildelsley, Andrew, and San- 
dro Dominelli will join Babcock. 
Guitarist Jim Head and bassist 
Joseph Lubinsky-Mast round out a 
line up that will also feature singer 
Johanna Sillanpaa. 

“T've been aware of Johanna for 
about ten years”, explains Babcock, 
“Last summer she worked ona 
number of sessions | was recording 
and she’s worked extensively with 
Chris Andrew over the years. We'll 
be doing material from the great 
American songbook, ‘Stardust,’ ‘For 
Sentimental Reasons,’ and others.” 

Friday’s openers are a quintet 
fronted by [saxophonist] Dino 
Dominelli featuring pianist Wayne 
Feschuk, guitarist Ben Bishop, Dar- 
ryl Meyer [drums], and Joseph 
Lubinsky-Mast on bass. 

“The Yardbird is an incredible 
place”, Babcock concludes, “and The 
Suite has provided a place for locals 
to play, along with top national and_ 
international acts. It’s incredible 
from an artistic point of view, a place 
where you can play what you want. 
It may not have the same cachet as, 
say, the Village Vanguard, but I was 
in New York about a year ago and 
the Yardbird stacks up really well 
against any of the clubs there.” 

Saturday, it’s a Latin Jazz Party as 
the Yardbird wraps a month of 50th 
birthday gigs with the 8-piece Tilo 
Paiz band. You can bet the joint will 
be jumping, all weekend long.

He 
even referred to it himself as “an 
instant collector's And if any 
one's career can be said to have 
taken a brutal nose-dive after a solo 
debut, John Phillips certamly quali- 
fies. During the ’70s he became a lol- 
lygagging wreck, later admitting to 
spending a number of years inject- 
ing cocaine, or heroin, at least once 
every 15 minutes. 

In July 1980, John Phillips was 
convicted of trafficking. The past 
caught up with him and his family 
(third wife Genevive and an assort- 
ment of kids), capping off four years 
during which Papa John had aban- 
doned his artistic avenues, some say 
roughly a million dollars, and 
almost his life to the destructive 
habits that accompany heavy sub- 
stance abuse. 

But on his largely forgotten, first 
solo album, the spark was still pre- 
sent, his insightfulness at its best, 
providing the perhaps first attempts 
at introspection among the flower 
children, waking up from the Cali-

“As far we know, there are no animals 
that have been observed to favour a virgin 
when it comes to choosing a mate,” explains 
Blank. “[Humans] seem fo be the only ones 
that care.”
